Undoubtedly 
the ultimate outcome will be 
combination, and the optimistic 
mind may hope that it will be a 
combination of everything that is 
valuable in the three sets of nior 
als, and in the elimination of ev 
erything that is arbitrary and de- 
structive of more than it conserves

The cod is probably the moat pro- 
lific of all sea fish, though its habi- 
tat does not extend over as large an 
urea aa other species, gays the Wide 
World. The ood is only found in 
northern waters, and will live and 
thrive only in certain temperature*. 
Some day, owing to the wonderful 
isset which Newfoundland possesses 
in her cod fishery, she is destined to 
« the groat fish depot of the world. 
It Is not alone on the great "hanks," 
many miles off her coasts, that cod 
are found in countless millions, but 
i round the whole island— on the 
'lodges" and "grounds" off the 
•apes and promontories that jut into 
the Atlantic, as well as on the Lab- 
rador coast, for a stretch of 1,000 
miles. In these regions you require 
no hatcheries to aid the wonderful 
iVcnndity of nature; indeed, it is 
doubtful if you require any laws or 
regulations to protect these fisheries 
unless it be in the shoal waters of 
the hay. 

Notwithstanding that for 300 
vears the fisheries of these waters 
have been prosecuted by rival 'fish- 
ermen of two hemispheres, the larg- 
est catch of cod ever taken on the 
Newfoundland and Labrador coasts 
was that secured in 1909, the yield 
being estimated in weight at 1,800,- 
O00 quintals, or 201,000,000 
pounds; to which may be added 
200,000 quintals— the quantity lo- 
cally consumed in Newfoundland 
during and after the fishing season. 
The value of the fish aloue, without 
any regard to the by-products — oil, 
roes, skin, offal, etc.-is $10,000,- 
000.

TO TAKE PLACE OF COTTON 

Common Nettle Found to H«vs V.lu- 
able FH>er. That Make Lus- 
trous White Yarn. ^ 

The search for a cotton substitute 
has been going in Europe for a long 
time, and many experiments have 
been made with the common nettle, 
which has been a promising plant on 
account of the strength of its fiber 
and its ready growth wild under the 
most discouraging conditions, with a 
large yield per acre. 

The great difficulty has been in 
separating the fiber from the woody 
stem. In a method of treatment that 
has been worked out in the last 
two or three years the dried nettle 
stems are boiled about an hour in 
dilute soda lye, and the loosened 
fibers are then separated in a ma- 
chine with revolving brushes. 

The material is then subjected to 
a number of slternate boilings in di- 
lute lye and thorough washings, both 
under high pressure. 

The product is a mass of yellow- 
ish fibers free from gum, that can^ 
be bleached, combed and spun Into':'*' 
lustrous white yarn. This is 
claimed to have the smoothness and 
softness of flax, with a strength 
even greater than that of hemp. 

The yarn has been made into bril- 
liant damask, and can be used — 
alone or with other threads— for up- 
holsteries, ribbons and a variety of 
fabrics.— Chicago Tribune. 

FOUND ANCIENT RELIC 



While one of the gard 

Broomhall gardens was digging a 
trench recently, says the Iiondon 
Globe, he came upon an ancient sand 
bud. On further excavations being 
made for the purpose of sucuring 
sand for gardening purposes, s huge 
bone was discovered. The bone is 
believed to be one of the vertebrae 
of a whale or other great sea mon- 
ster. If that be so, ths waters of 
the Firth of Forth must have ex- 
tended at least a quarter of a mile' 
farther inland at some very remote 
period. The osseous find was de- 
posited in Lord Elgin's museum at 
Broomhall.

Primitive and Daring Way In Which 
ThoM of the Glralda Arts 
Rung. 

In ordinary circumstances bell 
ringinR is a peaceful occupation to 
which white-haired, venerable men 
seem ideally suited. Rut the men 
who ring the bells in the famous Oi- 
rnl.la of .Seville must be young men 
of unusual agility and steadiness of 



When the city is to make merry 
on feast days the ringers climb to 
the belfry, and then, by the aid of 
a rope and steps cut in the wall of 
the tower, each mounts to the bell 
he is to rintf and stands astride its 
brazen shoulders. Then he presses 
the bell with his feet, holding on to 
the cross-piece to which it is swim;,'. 

Gradually the great l>cll sways to 
the movement of the man astride it 
until it acquires a momentu mtbnt 
swings the hammer, first gently, and 
then with increasing force, as tlv 
IWMf of the bell widens, until tli" 
air is tumbling from the blows that 
strike the massive sides. 

The riders bend and rise and fall 
with the action of the bells, now ap- 
pearing to the observer from below 
to be in a horizontal position as the 
bell reaches the limits of its swing, 
and again riding gracefully to an 
upright position as the monster 
sways backward with another thun- 
dering note. 

The most extraordinary part of 
the daring performance is the sight 
of the bell-ringer calmly swaying 
the bell while it hnngs far out of the 
belfry over the city, for the outward 
swing sends the counterpoise with 
the ringer into space beyond the 
arch. — Youth's Companion.

denned, "the Gospel of the Kingdom." 

Jesua and the Apostle* sowed thta 
"good seed." and all Ills true followers 
since have been authorised to continue 
the work In His name. But the Ad- 
versary, Satan, as pointed out here In 
the parable, brought In a different kind 
of "seed." and sowed this over the 
"wheat field.'' The result la that today 
the "tares" are so plentiful that they 
think they are the "wheat." and the 
world In general so considers them. 

The "wheat" class are considered "a 
peculiar people." Of their good fruits 
the Apostle mentions meekness and 
humility, and these tend to bow their 
beads, while the "tares" stand proudly 
up In the display of their "form of 
godliness." 

The Lord allowed the matter to eo 
on, fully assured that fie would have 
in the end the crop which He desired, 
and very content to allow a great lea- 
son to be taught by the presence of 
the "tares" and the ultimate treatment 
accorded the "wheat" 

The Lord could have hindered the 
Adversary from bringing in the false 
doctrines, or He could have separated 
centuries ago between the wheat and 
tare classes, but this was not according 
to His Intention. He purposed to "let 
both grow together until the Harvest" 
In the Common Version the words, 
"The Harvest is the end of the world," 
have been seriously misunderstood. It 
does not mean the end of time, nor the 
end of the earth— Its destruction— oor 
the end of Divine favor. It merely 
means the end of the present Age. 
"In the Time of the Harvest." 
This expression signifies that the 
Harvest of this Age will not be an in- 
stantaneous work, but a gradual one, 
requiring time. There Is good reason 
for believing that the Harvest of this 
Age la a iierlod of forty years, as the 
Harvest of the Jewish Age was of that 
length. In this time of the Harvest 
two things will be accomplished: (1) 
The "tares" will be gathered into "bun- 
dles," ready for the "burnlng"-ds- 
structlon. (2) The "wheat" at the 
same time, will be gathered Into the 
"garner"— the heavenly Kingdom. 

"They shall gather out of His King- 
dom all things which offend, and them 
which do Iniquity; • • • there shall be 
walling and gnashing of teeth." There 
will be two classes amongst the 
"tares"; one class, "doers of Iniquity" 
(Inequity, unrighteousness), the other 
class, those that have caused others to 
stumble. Doubtless this will Include 
many teachers and preachers, and 
many doera of wonderful works. 

But we must not forget that we are 
considering a parable, and that the 
"tares" are symbolical, and likewise 
the "furnace" and the "fire." The In- 
terpretation la that In the end of thla 
Age, the Harvest 
time, there will be 
a great "time of 
trouble" for all aa- 
tloua. society, gov- 
ernments, fluanclal 
Institutions, etc. 
The "wheat" class 
will be saved from 
that "time of trou- 
ble" by the resur- 
cbange. But 
the "tares" will not 
be saved from it; they will be cast into 
tin- trouble aud have their portlou with 
the hypocrites. 

That trouble will not last forever. 
Mauy Scriptures seem to show that It 
will be terrific, but of very short dura- 
tion, it will be eu the earth, and not 
in some far-off place. When the "fire" 
of that great day of anarchy and trou- 
ble shall cease to "buru." there will be 
no more "Urea." there will be no more 
people having mere forms of godliness 
aud pretensions for the Kingdom, be 
gotteu of error. 

All humanity will be humbled and 
anxious for Messiah's Kingdom, which 
will then be established. It will be 
"the desire of all nations." (Haggal It 
7.) Those formerly "tares," as wall aa 
the remainder of the groaning creation, 
will welcome It and Its blessings. In 
that Kingdom the glorified "wheat" 
class "shall shins forth as the sun" for 
the blessing of ail the families of ths 
enrta--alatt Hit 41; Oalatlana Ml. ».

It Pays To Advertise. 

It is not iuch a long cry since n 
big poster announced on all the 
boardings of London, the drama 
tization of "The Woman in White" 
a striking design, in black and 
white as beseemed it, sober in line 
and of splendid effectiveness, it 
brought fame to its young design- 
er, Bernard Partridge. 

That was in the day9 when gar- 
ishness was the note, the scream- 
ing note, of all outside display 
publicity; when billboards were an 
offense for sheer vulgarity; when 
the notion that art had its place in 
commercial propaganda had not 
perished. Very shortly thereafter, 
at the first International exposi- 
tion held in Paris after "The Ter- 
rible Year." a well known soap 
man purchased for advertising 
purposes, the terra-cotta group, 
"A Dirty Boy," more widely rec- 
ognized today than even the 
Appollo Helvidere or the Miletan 
Venus. Thereafter his commis- 
sions to Millais and other painters 
in vogue procured for his wares 
an artistic presentation which long 
remained unchallenged. 

Nothing, however, is more gen- 
erally recognized today than that 
no pains or skill is wanted that 
can be lavished on the artistic 
placing before the public of any 
article intended for sale, be its 
character what it may; this and a 
care to keep within the bounds of 
truth are the two prime prerequi- 
sites of successful publicity, and 
no idea could be cruder or more 
fundamentally erroneous than that 
which is conveyed by the cant 
phrase "to lie like an advertise- 
ment." Advertisements not only 
do not lie, but, obviously, cannot 
lie and bring results; their pulling 
power is in direct ratio to thier | 
veracity. What they need is ver- 
acity and perspicacity; a decent 
reticence has a real value; so much 
they may say and no more; a little 
should be left to the imagination, 
and there dare not be either "sug- 
gestio falsi" or "suppressio veri " 
We speak, of course, of the ideal, 
much more frequently met, never- 
theless, than many imagine. 

Endless are the tricks of the 
trade; countless the ingenuities. 
Even the window dresser, an ar- 
tist who makes window shopping 
a delight and an instruction, does 
not neglect to pique our curiosity 
he does not reveal quite everything, 
he leaves us asking for more. Nol 
otherwise, perhaps, could we be 
tempted back of those fascinating 
panes. There may be truth in the 
proverb that in vain is the net 
spread in the sight of any bird, 
but it does not apply to the shop 
ping male or female.— Louisville 
Times.

"Animated N»w«pap«r" of Fr«nch 
Moving Picture Shows Art Pop- 
ular With the Patrons. 

The "animated newspaper" issued 
hy a French firm for display in mov- 
ing picture establishments is said to 
Ite the. most costly newRpajHr issued, 
from the standpoint of the su!>s<'ril>- 
er, as one of these reels costs many 
dollars. These films are very popu- 
lar with a certain class of patrons 
of the "movies." They are edited 
in much the same manner as the 
typical newspaper. A corps of oper- 
ators is kept in constant touch 
with many sources of news. As soon 
as a promising tip reaches him, the 
editor sends one, two or as many 
men as he thinks necessary for the 
purpose. Frequently the three films 
aro patched together to make one 
complete reel. Correspondents are 
maintained at different points, and 
these are assigned by telegraph to go 
to certain points where their serv- 
ices may be needed. Mine explo- 
sions and railroad accidents are re- 
garded as particularly attractive 
features, and men are sent at once 
to these whenever they are reason- 
ably accessible. Pictures of the de- 
bris and the work of removal an- 
al ways objects of interest to patrons 
of the "movies." 



NO DANGER IN MOUTHPIECES 



Investigation Shows Communication 
of Tuberculosis by Use of Tele- 
phones Is Unlikely. 

An Investigation made in Eng- 
land to determine the possibility of 
the communication of tuberculosis 
through the use of telephones stem- 
to show that such infection is prac- 
tically impossible. The experiments 
were ordered by the postmaster gen- 
eral, who appointed Dr. H. Spitta of 
St. George's hospital, London, and 
bacteriologist to the king, to iuuk.- 
the experiments. 

A number of telephones, which 
had been in use in busy London of- 
ticcs for various periods, and had 
received no cleansing treatment 
other than that normally given such 
phones, were first tested. Washings 
were prepared from the mouth- 
pieces and tests were made by the 
inoculation of truinea-pigs to ascer- 
tain whether tubercle bacilli wen- 
present. The mouthpieces were 
shown to be free from these bacilli. 
— Popular Mechanics. 

TOO MUCH FOR THEM.

A little aaucer which Just fit* 
it ia placed inside the cup to keep 
in the steam and flavor of the tea. 
When ft is drawn It ia poured from 
the big cup into dainty little ones 
no bigger than an eggshell. The 
method followed fn Japan is almoat 
similar. 

Tea making in I < nasi* ia a simple 

process Involving mcnaly the uae of 
a samovar and a alio* of lemon or 

of lime. 

In Java tea ia aerved in brood, flat 
eujsi and flavored with Betavi* ar- 
rack, »nd in Formosa it ia ateeped 
with tea flower* and one or two or- 
ange flower*. 

For their tea drinking the Uru- 
guayan* employ silver tube*, each 
of which ha* at the end a ball-like 
strainer, known aa a bomba or bom- 
billa. 9 

In Martinique an aromatic tea I* 
used, and a peculiar liquor made by 
the monk* and by the old French 
housewivea is added.— Philadelphia 
Inquirer.
